Santiago de Cuba, June 8. — The 
Americaa fleet Monday morning en- 
cased tbe Spanish batteries defending 
the entrance to the harbor of Santiago 
de Oaba, and after a three hours' bom- 
bardment Bllenced all the forts, de- 
Btroyed several earthworks and ren- 
dered tbe Estrella and Carvo batter- 
lea» the two principal fortiflwitfons, 



The fleet formed in double column, 
lis miles oil Morro caatle, at 6 o'cloctc 
In the morning, and steamed nlowly 
8,000 yards off shore, the Brooklyn 
leading; foltovid by t!s« MsrWehesrt. 
Texas and MUMd»IMttg» tnraed 
westward. 

The second line, the New York lead- 
ing, with the New Orleans, YanRee. 
Iowa and Oregon following, turned 
eastward. The Vixen and Suwanee 
were far out on the left flank watching 
the riflemen on shore. The Dolphin 
and Porter di^ similar dut^ on the 
right flank. 

The line headfd by the New York 
attacked the new earthworks near Mor- 
ro castle. The Brooklyn column took 
up a station opposite the Estrella and 
Catiillaa batteries and the new earth- 
works along the ehore. 

The Spanish batteries remained si- 
lent It Is doubtful whether the Span- 
lard* were a)>le to determine the char- 
afit$f of the movement owing to the 
dwse fog and heavy rain.

laddenly the Iowa flred a 12-inch 

shell, which struck the baife of the Es- 
trella battej-y and tore up the werks. 
Instantly firing began from both Rear 
Aimlral SaBpson's and Commodore 
Beblar'a esAvMU, ani * tMrmt of 
shells from the sblpii f«U opoft UiO 
Spanish works. 

The Spaniards replied promptly, but 
their artillery work wa« of a very poor 
quality and moat of their diots went 
wide. Smoke settled around the ships 
in dense clouds, rendering accura^.e 
aiming difflcult. There was no mane\i- 
Terlpg of tl^e fleet, the ships remaining 
at their original stations and flrlng 
steadily. 

The squadrons were so close inshore 
that It was dtfllcult for the Amerl( an 
gunners to reach the batteriee on tbe 
hlUtopp, but their flrlng waa excellent. 

Previous to the bombardment orders 
were issued to prevent flrlng on Morro 
castle, as the American admiral had 
been lnfonne4 tb>'t Meutenant Hobson 
Wd the o^r priADWP of the Merri- 
mac are confined there. In spite of 
this, however, several stray shots dam- 
aged Morro castle somewhat. 

Commodore Schley's line moved 
eieier lnsher% flrlng at short range. 
Tbe Brooklyn fu»4 Texas caused wild 
havoc among tke Spanish shore bat- 
teries, qsickly silencing them. 

While ikP larger ships were engag-

DESTRUCTION WA« AWrUL. 

The Brooklyn closed to 800 yards, 
Md then the destruction by her guns 
aad thoae of the Marblehead and Texas 
was really awful. In a few mlnuise the 
woodwork of Estrella fort was burning 
nod the battery was silenced, flrlng no 
more during tbe engagement Bast- 
ward, the New York and New Orleans 
silenced the Cavo battery In «ulek or- 
der and then shelled the eartilworks 
located higher up. 

Later the practice was not so ae- 
eurate, owlnf to the elevation of the 
gun*. Many of the shells, however, 
)ajide4 and the Spanish gunners re- 
tired. 

Shortly after 8 the flrlng ceased, the 
warshtpa turning in order to permit the 
use of the port batteries. The firing 
tftep became a long reverberating crash 
of thunder and t)>e shells raked the 
Bp#nish batteriep with terrible effect.

The damage inflict- 
ed upon the batteries of La Socapa and 
Morro castle was unimportant The 
barracks at Morro cast}* eulfered great 
damage.

San Francisco, June 8.— Among the 
passengers who arrived on the Belglc 
from HongKung were four men who 
participated in the fight of Mauillu bay. 

They are Paymaster Loud of the dis- 
patch boat MoCullwh. In. Charles P. 
Kindleberger, surgeon of t!ip Olympia; 
Ralph Phelps, secretary to tbe captain 
of the McCuUooh, and J. C. £vans, 
gunner of the Boston. 

Dr. Kindleberger was on the Olympia 
through it all. On the fiist assault 
the flagship took the lead, the other 
vessels following in her wake at four 
ship's lengtha 

The Spanish fleet was' approached by 
laps, eucb turn bringing the contestants 
nearer together. By this plan, the 
American vessels fro^uently popred 
broadsides into the OBomy, bat were 

themselves more exposed to fire. 

At one time the smoke Ixcame so 
dense that It wa.s necessary to draw 
aside, allowing the cloud to lift. Tbe 
vessels were examined and It was fOand 
they had su.stalned no damage. 

During the first fight two torpedo 
boats moved out to attack the fleet. 
They were allowed to come within 300 
yards when a fusillade from the Olym- 
pia sont one to the bottom with all 
on board and riddled the other. The 
second boat was later found turned 
upon the beach covered with blood. 

In the second flght the Baltimore was 
sent to silence the fort at Cavlte. She 
plunged Into a cloud of smoke and 
opened all her batteries on the forti- 
fications. In a few minutes a shell 
struck In the ammunition and the fort 
blew up with a de;;fenlng roar. 

Iu taking pos3esi^iou of the land forta 
several hundred wounded Spaniards 
fell into tbe hands of the Americans 
and nearly 290 dead were accounted for 
on the spot. Holes in which numbers 
had been hastily buried were found. 

The Spanish loss footed up 400 killed. 
600 wounded and a property loss of 
anywhere from |<.000,000 to $10,000,000. 

Experts hsve figured ( ut that the 
fighting volume of the guns of the re- 
spective sides of the battle was three 
for the Americans agalnat seven tor 
the Spanish. It Is clear then that the 
tiuperiority was in the ships and the 
men themselves, the men, having the 
experience and nerve. 

Paymaster Loud, who was on the Mc- 
culloch during the battle, said: 

"At one time I i.ally thi.usht WS 
would be beaten. T.iis was after the 
fire had been kept up an hour. It 
looked like every gun po Ibe Spanish 
Ehips had turned loose w us 'altogether 
and the shore line was a veritable 
blaze of fire from the batteries. 

"Our salvation Was In tbe bad mark- 
manshlp of the Spaniards. They 
handled their pieces like boys. Nearly 
all of their shots went wide of tht 
mark. Nearly ay our ships were struck 
by both large and small sbot bat ao 
damage of any consequence was done. 

"We left Manilla on the 6th, at that 
tinie Commodore Dewey was in the 
possession of the shore forts and ar- 
senal. Considerable ammunition and 
some fair guns were captured. Manilla 
on the opposite side of the bay had 
not been taken and it waa not the In- 
tention of Dewey to do so at that time. 

"When the troops arrlvs from San 
Francisco Commodore Dewey will de- 
mand the Immediate surrender of the 
city and the troops statloiud there. 
If a refusal la given fire will at once 
be opened from the warships and forci- 
ble possession will be taken at once." 

One hundred and fifty miles out from 
Honolulu the Uelglc sighted the trans- 
port steamers Australia, Peking and 
City of Sydney, which vessels slyaal^s^ 
that all were well on board.

]>arted and extracted, even to the com- 
plete satiety of those who are hungering 
and thirsting for such ready-made Icnowl- 
edge. The fathers of this scheme Hatter 
themselves that these occasions will he 
found so invaluable that every town and 
county medical society will insist upon 
having a regular monthly supply. The 
question tf supply is an easy matter, 
however, as it has been hinted that all 
the specialllts in the large dtiea will wel- 
come this opportunity to exhibit their 
wares first hand to the untracked terri- 
tory from which consultations spring, 
and that they will hasten to cast their 
bread upon waters that it may return to 
them a hunditd fold. 

We are assured by the press agents of 
this company that the plan has been 
tried on various medical societies whose 
membership is made up of country prac- 
titioners, and that it has been found 
a flattering success. 

What are medical societies for? Are 
th»y for the glorification and lionising of 
tiie individual, or are they arenas to 
which may be brought the ditbcuit prob- 
lems in diagnosis, the intricate qnestlonB 
of pathology, the vagaries of therapeutic 
results, in order that they may he dis- 
cussed and elucidated by the clinical ex- 
periences of many men studying the 
same diseases amid the same environ- 
ments and under similar conditions?

Central Section.— Weather conditions 
have not been favorable for all farming 
interests. Rain la needed generally, 
though in only a comparatively few lo- 
calities are crops actnally snffering. The 
dry weather has enabled farmers to make 
rapid progress in the work of crop culti- 
vation; it has been favorable to the 
ripening of wheat, but detrimental to to- 
bacco beda and newly transplanted to- 
bacco. The wheat crop is maturing rap- 
idly and is generally nearly ready for 
reaping. Harvest will begin by June 10. 
The promising outlook for the crop is 
still maintained. Oats are in good con- 
dition, liye is doing well. Meadows 
and grasses aro mostly in fair condition.

Eaatera Sectkm —Warm weather has 
continued, with abundant sunshine with- 
out rain. All v^tation has grown rap- 
idly, the only complaint being dry weath- 
er, which has not continued long enough 
yet to cause any serious delay in the 
progress of crops. Early planted corn is 
an excellent stand, irrowiog rapidly and 
is being worked; the late planted is not 
doing well. Wheat ('continues in very 
goo<i condition, but needs rain. Oats are 
doing very well generallv. The dry 
weather has interfered quite seriously 
with tobacco setting; some farmers have 
used machines, others have made season, 
but progress has been slow, and many 
plants have died; the plants are now 
large tad must be set soon.

New Yohk, June li.— One of the ques- 
tions asked by Englishmen since Mr, 
Chamberlain's unexpected advocacy of 
an Anglo-American alliance is a practi- 
cal one, sa}rs the London correspondent 
of the Tribune. 

"What have the Americans," they in- 
quire, "to otier us in return for our moral 
support andnaval prestige? JWe can un- 
derstand how much they have to gain 
from an alliance with a power having the 
strongest fleet afloat, especially if they 
ara bent upon changing their foreign pol- 
icy and taking an active part in East In- 
dian as well as West Indian affairs. But 
an alliance must be based upon equiva- 
lent advantages. What compensation 
will there l)e for l^ngland in return for 
the tremendous power of her navy 7" 

These aro questions which an con- 
stantly put to Americans living in Lon- 
don. 

The best roply which can be made to 

questions of this kind is that an alliance 
with Ameri':a will be the stronge.'-t safe- 
guard against the failure of England's 
food supply in time of war. The sta- 
tisticians have shown that the wheat 
harvest of the United Kingdom is only 
equal to the requiraments of fourteen 
weeks, and during the remaining thirty- 
eight weeks an imported supply is the 
only resource. During the greater part 
of the year then is never mora than six 
weeks' supply of wheat in l^ngland. If 
importations of food were cut oil' or part- 
ly interrupted, the price of bread would 
ri«e and a large portion of the population 
would be exposed to starvation. This is 
the real source of danger in time of war, 
as every sober-minded Englishman 
knows.

B> II Onlalntd by th> liixitdof Coitmil of th/ Cilii a/ 
M(i)ifrillf. Thai It shall be uiiiawlul for ai'y per- 
son tofttore or keep on bis premises within the 
limits of the city of Maysville, gasoline in excess 
of ten galloiu without flrst obuining a permit 
from the Board of Council of said city slyued by 
tbe Clerk and ooontersigned by tbe Mayor au- 
thorizing tham to keep and store gasoline on bis 
premises. 

See. 2. That no permit shall be granted to any 
person to keep or store gasoline in excess of ten 
gallons within the limits of tbe city of Maysville, 
except that the same lie Moreil or kept in b\:cb 
brick aud mortar, stone aud mortar vaults, or 
buildings, or iron lankN, or reoeptaola equally as 
safe from fire as may be ap|»ov«id by tbe BMrd 
of Council of sa d city. 

Sec. 8. That in no case 'ball any porson kci por 
Bt'jre more than fifty (50) gallons of gasoline on 
his premises in .said city. 

S( ( . I. Any person convicted of the violation of 
any of the provisions of tbis ordinance shall be 
fined in a sum not lo exceed fifty dollars for each 
dav such violation continues.
